DEBATE 

Whether the 
banking would be 
to Canada or not, was the subject of 
an interesting debate at the last U.F.A. 
meeting. 

Mrs. Glen Carpenter opened the de- 
bate for the affirmative, and empha- 
sized amongst others, the fact that 
while the proposed provincial banking 
would not neccessitate new 
laws being made, it would, however, 
prevent the interest and dividends, 
that under th® present banking sys- 
tem, leave Alberta yearly for Eastern 
Stockholders, from leaving Alberta, 
thus putting the money supply to our 
own command, instead of in the hands 
of the New York or Montreal bankers, 
and in this way, be independent of the 
money monopoly. 

Mr. W. H, Burns, who took the nega- 
tive side of the debate, pointed out 
that although at least 25 per cent, of 
the farmers of Alberta were at the 
present time insolvent, yet the banks 
were still loaning on practically no 
security. He also pointed out, al- 
though the proposed bank intended 
loaning money at a lower rate of in- 
terest, where was the money coming 
from to run these banks?; and con- 
cluded by stating that it was advisable 
to make sure that the proposed sys- 
tem would be beneficial, before chang- 
ing from the old methods, which he 
considered were entirely satisfactory. 

The judges, however, were unable 
to give any deciding points, and the

UTILITY BOARD DECISIONS 

The decisions handed down by the Public Utilit- 
ies’ Board during the past few months in regard to farm 
lands within the limits of the Town of Strathmore are of 
an essentially commonsense nature. Details of two decis- 
sions are given in this issue of the Standard. 

In the case of A. L. Black, owning twelve acres of 
land about half-a-mile from the Post Office, the taxes were 
reduced to one-sixth of last year’s amount, on the ground | 
ithat they were out of all proportion to the earning value 
of the land. In the case of the much greater amount of 


land held by the C.P.R. and on which reduction or with- 
|drawal from the Town was asked, the Judge considered 
| that the taxes were much in excess of the earning power of 
the land, but that as the company enjoyed exemption from 
{taxation on large numbers of lots in the Town, the status 
quo should be maintained till 1925, when the exemptions 
j|cease, and that the whole matter could be readjusted then. 
This is the only excuse for the maintenance of 
|the single tax in Strathmore, and it will be necessary in 
1925 to review the whole basis of local assessment, so that 
the burden may be distributed fairly. At their last meet- 
ing the Town Council rented a parcel of land of 144 acres 
ifor #250 a vear, or about half what they had been asking 
owners of similar lands to pay in taxes.
